NAMEOF TOWN ON STAMPS 


Washington, 
May 
17—Postmaster 
General Meyer is b«*ing heseiged with 
inquiries and suggestions as to devis i 
ing a plan for 
placing on postage 
stamps the name of the city or towr. j 
in which they are sold. 
The scheme 
is impracticable, according to 
ix*t- 
office officials, owing to the necessary j 
delay and expense involved, and does 
not harmonize with the ideas of the 
postmaster general, 
who desires to 
simplify the design of postage stapme 
so that they will have as little on them 
as possible, thus making the denomin­ 
ations clear and distinct. 
He said that the stamped envelopes 
which will be issued under the n*-w 
contract beginning July 1 next, will 
contain th© bust of either Washington 
or Franklin in simple as relief; Wbish 
ington hovlng b«en the first president 
and Franklin practically the postmas­ 
ter genera! and the father of the post- 
office system. There will be no print­ 
ing on the stamps except the words, 
“ United States,” and 
tho denomina­ 
tions in figures and also in raised let­ 
ters.
